New Chinese Ambassador to Great Britain, Who Is One of the Richest 


Men in the World. He Inherited 


the Immense Wealth of His Adopt- 


ed Father, the Famous Li Hung Chang.

‘London, January 18.—Li Hung Chang's 
adopted son, Li Ching Fong, who nas 
just arrived in London as Chinese am- 
bassador to Great Britain, 
ing perhaps more because of the fame 
of his father than because of any 
achievement of his own. Nevertheless, 
as the inheritor of the immense wealth 
of China’s greatest statesmar, and as 
the premier grandee of the Hermit 
Kingdom he ts an individual of impor-

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Oceasion laid themselves out to provide 
the party from China with enjoyment 
and Li Ching Fong and his illustrious 
father had the time of their life. 

This is not his first post in London. 
Eighteen years ago he served as first 
Secretary of the Chinese legation, the 
Same establishment to which he now 
returns as ambassador. At that time he 
astounded the English diplomatic world 
by his mastery of EngNsh. He had 
been taught at home by his father’s 
confidential American physician,* Wil- 
liam Pethick, at one time in the consu- 
lar service of Uncle Sam at Tientsin and 
he spoke better Ehglish than the na- 
tives of London. 

But although he adopts the language 
of the country to which he is accredited 
Baron iA stiti sticks to the nationai 
dress of his country. Both in diplomatic 
and social interceurse he appears in 
magnificant flowing silk robes, orna- 
mented on chest and back with large 
figures of embroidered swans, the sign 
of civil in contradistinction to military 
rank.

It is said to be largely 
due to the early influence of the same 
American physician who taught him 
English that LA Ching Fong has for- 
saken the ways of his ancestors.

M. Selget. a baker, of St. Brieuc, Brit- 
tany, called on the police commissary 
and declared that he had recognized the 
features of his long-lost brother in a 
wax figure exhibited !n the town by a 
traveling showman. 

The figure, according to the showman, 
was that of a young man who was 
murdered some years ‘ago im Paris. All 
efforts to trace the murderer proved 
futile. M. Saiget is now convinced that 
the body must have been that of his 
brother, Edouard, who left his regiment 
about the time thé crime was commit- 
ted and has never been seen since. 
When the baker saw the wax head in 
the showman'’s museum he was struck 
by fts resemblance to his brother, ant 
particularly by a characteristic deformae 
tion of the lower lip. Besides a wax 
cast of one of the hands bore the indi- 
cation of a cut, and BDdouard Saiget had 
on his hand the scar of a wound from 
a reaping hook.

Story of Hardship of Shipwreck- 
ed Crew on Lonely Isle, 


The Only Frait Was a Kind of 
Growth Which Barned Their 
Throats—Drank Blood of 
Tartle—Man Was Eaten 
by Vultures.

London, Manuary !8.—Donalg Morrison, 
a Dundée sailor, relates a story of ad- 
venture and hardship of a ship-wrecked 
crew on a lone island in the Pacific 
that reads more like a page from fic- 
tion that the unvarnished truth. 

Morrison was given up by his wife 
and family as dead, and when he re- 
joined them in Dundee the other day as 
one back from ihe grave affecting 
scenes were witnessed. 

It was in July, 1906, that Morrison left 
Dundee as second officer on 4 vessel 


‘puilt at that port for an Argentine firm, 


The vessel having been handed over 
to the owners at Buenos Ayres, he 
shipped on t Norwegian bark Alex- 
andra bound Newcastle, New South 
Wales, for orders. At the Australian 
port the Alexandra loaded coal for Pan- 
ama, and sailed for her destination at 
the end of November of last year. 
Becalmed Six Months. 


Over five hundred miles from her 
port of call the bark was becalmed and 
for nearly six months lay helpless. Pro- 
visions and water ran out, and the crew 
suffered so severely from thirst and 
hunger that in May they abandoned 
their vessel, and set out in two boats 
in an endeavor to make land. Morrison 
was in the captain's boat, and was the 
only Britisher in the company, the 
others being Danes, Swedes, Norwe- 
gians and Germans, and an American 
pamed Jeffs. 

By and by the boats parted ¢ompany, 
and never again had sight of each other. 
One of the craft struck an inhabited 
island, but that in which Morrison was 
drifted on and on, and latterly, as no 
word of the occupants reacheg civil- 
ization, it was presumed they had per- 
ished. 

“On and on we rowed,” said Morri- 
son. “Our provisions consisted only of 
biscuits and tinned meat, and a small 
supply of fresh water. Of clothing we 
had practically none, and poots we 
knew nothing of. During the night the 
plug of fresh water tank gave way, and 
to make our case even worse OUr-pro-~ 
visions ran out until We were reduced 
to living on the biscuit dust in the 
canvas bag, and only a lick of dust at 
that. In our crampeg positions we could 
get no sleep, and we suffered intensely 
from thirst. Our legs began to swell, 
and our whole bodies were getting so 
cramped that we prayed for land, if 
only as much as we could set foot on. 

Land and Water Feuand, 

“After eleven days we struck an 
island, which we afterwards learned 
was named Indefatigable Island, but 
we could scarcely drag ourselves from 
the boats, and we just lay down on 
the beach. But water we hag to pro- 
cure, and we dragged our weary bodies 
as best we could, searching for the 
precious liquid. Not a living soul was 
seen to guide us in our search. So 
parched were our throats that we made 
use of the only vegetation on the island, 
a short stunted shrub something like a 
cactus to slake our thirst, and though 
the substance that exuded was of a 
glummy nature, it was welcome indeed. 
Great joy was felt when on the fourth 
day we discovered a supply of fresh 
water in a cave, ang here we resolved 
to encamp. 

Their Only Food. 


“Now began a search for food. The 
only fruit was a kind of growth some- 
thing like an apple, but it burned our 
throats, and we left it alone, fearing it 
was poisonous. Then as a gift from the 
gods along the beach came a turtle, 
Mister Turtle was promptly turned over 
and with a small supply of matches we 
had saved, a fire was lighted, the flesh 
of the turtle roasted, and no feast was 
ever more heartily enjoyed by man than 
that—our first meal of flesh for months. 

“We gradually became accustomed to 
our dreary suroundings ,and afterwards 
we started in parties to explore the is)- 
and, but one man was always left at the 
camp to keep the fire burning, for the 
stock of matches was small. 

‘(Between searching the islands and 
catching turtle, we managed to keep our- 
selves alive and we became quite expert 
at the turtle capturing proces. But it 
was a sore and painful process moving 
about the rocks with our bate feet, and 
after a time we had scarcely any cloth- 
ing at all. 

“We looked like savages, and wien Wile 
captain appeared one day with headgear 
consisting of the rim of a hat with a 
piece of shirt fastenag on for a cover 
we forgot our hardships and managed 
to raise a laugh. But our position was 
becoming desperate. -Some gave wp hope 
altogether of ever being rescued, and to 
raise their spirits four of us set out on 
a lengthy tour of exploration, and dis- 
covered, twenty miles distant, evidences 
of an old camp. 

Eaten by Valtares, 

“It was decided to remove to this newly 
discovered encampment, and all set out 
on the journey except the American Jeffs, 
who declared he had suffereg enough al- 
ready, and would stick by the old camp 
lest even greater hardships had to ve 
faced. Poor fellow, I am-efraid he does 
not experience hardships now! 


from the one camp to the other. Our 
legs could seafcely carry us, and the 
captain was so weak that he had to 
crawl on his hands and knees. Our stock 
of water became exhausted, and we drank 
the blood of the turtles. We paid visits 
tosour old camp now and then, and one 
day a German left never to return.

London, January 16.—There {fs 80 
much activity among Oriental explorers 
in all fields, and the resulis have been so 
astonishing, that it is impossible aimost 
for the student to realize or estimate 
their importance. From Egyp!, Baby- 
| lonia and Susa come records which 
| compel us to revise ail our most cher- 
ished theories of history and civiliza- 
tion. Nations of whom little more than 
their names were known, civilizations of 
which no one dreamt have trisen from 
oblivion and become prominent char- 
acters in the drama of Oriental his- 
tory. If the discoveries from the Tigro- 
Euphrates valley have filled us with 
astonishment, those which have been 
made by the French and German expe- 
ditions working in Asia Minor have 
been more unexpected. 

Little was known of the pre-Heilenic 
civilization of Asia Minor. Monuments 
there were, chiefly rock sculptures and 
stelae bearing in a strange form of 
hieroglyphics, and they afforded evi- 
dence that the people to whom they be- 
longed held a rule over a region ex- 
tending from the Euphrates to Ephesus.

Many of these mon- 
uments were sculptured, and the art 
showed traces of Babylonian influence, 
but also possessed a distinctly indige- 
nous style. To these remains the name 
of Hittite was first given by Professor 
Sayce, and he has ween for more than 
twenty years attempting, but with little 
success, to decipher them. He, how- 
ever, suggested that there was evidence 
that the center from which they came 
was the great ruins of Boghaz Kevi, 
which Texier identified with the classic 


Pteria. Now his suggestion has been 
most fully confirmed. 
An Anelent Capital. 


The ruins are those of a most exten- 
Sive city, and the walis, which are 
well preserved, cover a circuit of over 
five miles. There are traces of large 
buildings, especially a temple palace, 
bullt on a mound in the Assyrio-Baby- 
lonian style. Near by is @ curious rock- 
cut temple, probably dedicaied to Atys, 
the walls of which ara covered with 
sculptures and inscriptions in the Hit- 
tite style and character. Through this 
ancient city passed the ‘“‘Royal road.” 
It bore all indications, says Sir Wil- 
liam Ramsay, of being the capital of a 
great nation. The German expedition 
which has been excavating there during 
the last season under Dr. Huga Winck- 
ler has placed this beyond all doubt. 
The palace was built in the Assyrian 
style, but the most important discov- 
ery of all was that of a number of 
large clay tablets, inscribed in the cunef- 
form character. Some of these—the 
larges'—were written in the Babylonian 
language, with some obscure 
words. These were in style exactly the

same as the Tel-e! Amarna tablets from 
North Mesepotamia, which were found 
in the treasury of Amenophis IV (1450 
B. C.). Otners of them were written 
in a language not known, but aspect- 
mens of which were already known, and 
which we may take to be the old Hi't- 
tite, formerly written in hieroglyphics. 

The question of date was fortunately 
settled. Among them was a large tablet 
on which was found the full name of 
Rameses |! (1250 B. C.), the Pharaoh 
of the oppression. This tablet, although 
Dr. Winckler has not published it in 
full, turns out to be the version of ‘he 
treaty drawn up between the Khita 
king and the Pharaoh after the battie 
of Kadesh. The battle of Kadesh was 
an Oriental Waterloo; the struggle was 
a severe one, and although the Egyp- 
gians claim the vicotory—in the great 
inecriptions at Karrak and in the royal 
poem of Pentaur, on the Sallier papyrus 
in the British museum—it is evident 
that the two parties were glad to make 
peace. 

The Oldest Treaty. 


Although the treaty on the clay tab- 
let has not been published, it is In the 
main preserved in the Egyptian version, 
and shows the diplomatic method and 
phraseology. This ‘reaty was drawn up 
in the twenty-first year of the reign of 
Ramses II, when the Hittite embassy 
came, bearing the copy, inscribed, as 
we now know, in cuneiform, upon a 
plate of silver. The whole style of the 
document is non-Egyptian, but resem- 
bles in a most striking manner Baby- 
lonian inscriptions. The Hittite king 
gives his genealogy—-to the third gen- 
eration—and calls himself ‘the great

The shores of the mam | 
land are ‘bordered with cocoanuts, we /| 
have on Mombasa mighty baobaba |oad- 
ed with green, and even its cliffs are 
moss-grown. . 
This island is, in fact, a jungle of 
green on a foundation of coral. It is 
only a mile or so wide and four miles 
in length, but it rises well up out of 
the sea and is so close to the conti- 
nent that one can almost hear the wind 
blow through the cocoanut groves over 
the way. On the island itself the jungle 
has been cut up into wide roads. There 
is a lively town with a polyglot popu- 
Jation at one end of it, and the hills 
are spotted with the homes of the Brit- 
ish officials. There are two good har- 
bors, a little one and a big one, The 
litle one is,in the main part of the 
town and is frequented by small craft. 
The other could hold all] the ships that 
sail the east coast, and the people say 
here it is to be the great port of this 
side of the continent. The big harbor 
Kilindini, a word that means 
“deep water.”” It has only a few ware- 
house sheds and a pier above it. and 
the main settlements are across the is- 
land, four miles away.

It was in Kilindini that I landed and

Each consists of a plat- 
form about as ‘big as a kitchen table, 
with wheel underneath and an awning 
everhead. On the middle of the platform 
is a beneh accommodating two or four 
persons. The wheels run on a track 
about 2 feet in width, and each car is 
pushed from behind by one or more bare- 
legged and bareheadeg men, who run as 
they shove it up hill and down. There 
are such car tracks all over the island, 
with switches to the homes of the va- 
rious officials. There are private cars 
as weil as public ones, and every one 
who is any one has his own private car 
with his coolies to push him to and from 
work. At the beginning and closing of 
his office hours, which are from 8 until 
12 and from 2 until 4, the 
filled with these little cars, each having 
one or more officials riding in state to 
the government buildings. 
Old Mombasa. 

Yt wish I could show you this old town 
of Mombasa. It began before Columbus 
discovered America, and the citizens can 
show you the very spot where Vasco da 
tama landed when he came here from 
India shortly after he discovered the new 
route to Asia by the Cape of Good Hope. 
He landed here in 1498 at just about the 
time that Columbus was making his 
third voyage to America, Pven then 
Mombasa was a city and da Gama de- 
scribes it. A little later it became the 
property of the Portuguese and about 100 
years after that time they built a fort 
here, a part of which still stands. It has 
been rebuilt and is now used by the Brit- 
ish as a prison. After the Portuguese 
were driven out the Arabs held the island 
for many years, and it was an Arab 
ruler, the sultan of Zanzibar, who own- 
ed it when the (British came in. It etill 
belongs to him in a nominal way. He 
has leased it to the British for so much 
a year; and his flag floats above the 
British flag everywhere on the island. 
The Capital of British East Africa. 


Notwithstanding this lease, Mombasa 
really belongs to the British, and the 
British can force the sultan at any time 
to give them a clear title to it. This 1s 
what the Germans have done as to 
German East Africa anc ‘what the 
British will probably do at some time 
in the future. 

As it ig now, the place is the capital 
of British Bast Africa. It has the chief 
government buildings, including tte 
treasury and law courts and the state's 
prison as well. The town has now 
about 40,000 people, and of these less 
than 200, perhaps, are Wuropeans, 
There are altogether about a half 
dozen aifferent settlements, each in- 
habited by a different class of Asiatics 
or Africans. There is an Asiatic mer-

large Swehilf village and a business 
street, which is almost Buropean in 
character. There are two hotels which 
claim to be first-class, an English club, 
the Bank of British India and quite @ 
number of respectable stores. The na- 
tive people of the city are of all shades 
of yellow, black and brown, and they 
come from every part of the African 
coast. 
Some Queer Asiatics. 

But first let me give you some idea 
of the Asiatics Who have come here 
from Arabia and Hast India. The Arabs 
were turbans and gowng and constitute 
an important element of the commu- 
nity, They were formerly é@lave traders, 
and until the British took hold and 
built the Uganda railway they did @ 
big business in toting ivory down from 
Lake Victoria and other parts of cen- 
tral Africa on the headg of slaves sell- 
ing both slaves and ivory here at Mom- 
basa. This business has all been done 
away with, and the ivory now comee in 
on the railway. 

As to the East Indians, they are 
mostly retail merchants and traders. 
There are Parsees, with tall hats, tain- 
dus in white sheets, and other Hast 
Indians who wear‘ little round gold 
caps, gay vests and calico trougers, in- 
dian women are to be seen  every- 
where, and some of them, the wives of 
Mohammedahs, go about clad in yellow 
from head to foot. I saw two women 
on my way across the island who were 
apparently moving without seeing at 
all. Their yellow dresses were fitted 
Over padced skull caps, covering the 
head and face and falling clear to the 
ground. I could not see how the 
women could make their ‘way along 
without stumbling until I observed a 
little veil about the size of two postage 
Stamps sewed over a hole in front of 
the eyes. These women never go on 
the street except when so clad, and 
they are the strictest of the Moham- 
medans, 

The African Village. 


The most of the population of Mom- 
basa is African. There are people here 
froma all parts of the interior, some ef 
them as black as jet, with a seattorng 
few who are chocolate brown or yellow 
These natives live in huts off by them- 
Selves, adjoining the European and 
Asiatic quarters, and comprise a large 
Village. Their houses are of mud plas- 
tered uvon a framework of poles and 
thatchec with straw. The poles are put 
together without nails. There is not 
Piece of iron in any of them, except on 
the roof, where here and there a hole 
has ‘been patched up with a rusty Stand- 
ard Oil can. Very few of the huts are 
more than eight feet high and some are 
so low that one has to stoop to en'‘er 
them. They are so small that the beds 
are usually left outside the house dur- 
ing the daytime, and the majority of 
each family sleep on the floor. 

Among the Swahilis. 


I fiid this African village the most in- 
‘eresting part of Mombasa. Its inhabi- 
tants number 20,000 or more and they 
comprise natives of perhaps one hun- 
dred tribes, each of which has 'ts own 
dress and its own customs. The most 
of the women are bare-headed, bure- 
shouldered and to a jarge extent bare- 
legged; and some of the men are clad 
in little more than breech cloths. Now 
and then one sees a girl bare to the 
waist, and the little ones waar only 
jewelry. On the mainland all go more 
or less naked. 

The most numerous of the natives 
here are the Swahilis. These are of a 
mixed breed which {s found all alonz 
the central coast of-FPast Adria. It is 
said to have some Arab blood in ‘t. and 
for this reason perhaps its veonie are 
brighter and more businesslike than the 
The Swahilis aré 
They have little set- 
tlements in the interior in the midst 
of other tribes and the Swahili lan- 
guage will carry one through the great- 
er part of Central and East Africa. The 
‘British officials are requi:ed to learn 
it; and one can buy Swanh:'i dictionaries 
and phrase books. I shail tuke a Swa- 
hili guide with me during most of iny 
journey, or rather a black Swahili boy, 
who will act as a servant and also as 
guide, 

I wish I could show you a picture cf 
the Swahili women as I se2 them here. 
Their skins are of a rich chocolate 
brown and they shine as though ojle1. 
They have woolly hair. but taey comb 
it in a most extraordinary way, using a 
razor to shave out’ partings berween 
the rows of plaited locks, so that when 
the hair is properly dresscai the woman 
seems to have on a hood «wf Mack wool. 
i took a snapshot of two girls who 
were undergoing the process of hair 
dressing yesterday, trembling the while 
for fear that their calico gowns, which 
were fastened by a single twist under 
the arm pits, might slip. 

A little further on Jack made a pho- 
tograph of another giddy maiden clad fn 
two strips of bright colored calico and 
numerous earrings, while I gave her a 
few coppers to pose for the picture. 

At the same time on the opposite side 
of the street stood a black girl gorgeots 
with jewelry. She had a brass ring as 
big around as the bottom of a dinner 
bucket in her nose; and her ears had 
holes In their lobes so big that a hen’s 
egg could be put through them without 
trouble. Not only the lobes, but the 
rims also were punctured, each ear hav- 
ing five little holes around the edges of 
about the size of my little finger. These 
holes were filled with rolls of bright 
colored paper cut off so smoothly that 
they seemed almost a part of the ear. 
The paper was of red, green and blue, 
and it looked very quaint. As I startej 
on, the girl looked. at me out of the 
tail of her eve and smiled.

OR RESIGNING 


He Writes a Very Remarkable 
Letter to Parishoners, 


Hypocritical Condact of Some 


Members Who, While Profess- 
ing Sanctity Serve the 
World, Was the Cause 
of the Resignation 
of the Vicar. 


Special Cable. 


London, January !8.—It is rare that a 
clergyman of the Church of Pngland re- 
signs for the reasons stated by the Rev. 
Roland Allien, M.A., vicar of Chalfont 
St. Peter, Bucks, in the diocese of Ox- 
ford. He was presented to the living, 
which is of the net value of $2,500, by 
St. John’s college, Oxford, in 1904, hav- 
ing previously served as an 8.P.G. mis- 
sionary at Peking, 1696-1903. 

Mr. Allen has stated the causes oper- 
ating in his resignation in a letter to 
his parishioners. He says: 

“We see the strange and painful sffht 
of men and women who habitually neg- 
lect their religious duties, or who open- 
ly deny the truth of the creeds, or who 
by the immorality of their lives openly 
defy the laws of God, standing up as 
sponsors in a Christian church, before a 
Christian minister, in the presence of a 
Christian congregation, and as represen- 
tatives of the church, on behalf of a 
newborn child, solemnly professing their 
desire for holy baptism, their determina-~- 
tion to renounce the world, the flesh, 
and the dewil, their steadfast faith in 
the creed, and their willingness to obey 
God's holy will, whilst they know, and 
everyone in the church knows, that they 
themselves neither do, nor intend to do, 
any ef these things. 

‘Then they are solemnity directed to see 
that the child fs taught the faith and 
practice which they set at naught. Or 
again, we see that sad sight of the dead 
body of a man who all his life denied 
the claim of Jesus Christ, or who set at 
naught the moral laws of God, brought 
into Christ’s church in order that a ser- 
vice may be read over his body which, 
while alive, he utterly scorned.” 

He admits that no priest is legally 
bound to admit any but communicants 
as sponsors, but adds that immorality 
of life is no bar to the legal use of 
the burial or marriage services. 

“Now. as parish priest, it is my duty 
to uphold morality and to defend re- 
ligion, and I feel that in acquiescing in 
these customs I am neither upholding 
morality nor defending religion. I.can- 
not satisfy my conscience by exhorting 
people to refrain from doing what is 
wrong, and then in the last resort if 
they will not listen to me, giving way to 
them. . 

“t have done that, I fear, too often. 
YT have carried my exhortations to the 
point of seriously annoying some of you. 
I have entreated and advised till we 
both were weary, but you knew and I 
knew that in the end I could not abso- 
lutely refuse. 

“In one or two cases I regret that I 
aid not refuse; but my mind was not 
clear as to the right course, and ] pre- 
ferred to obey the law. Now I am clear; 
I can not and will not do these things 
any longer.”’ 

Mr. Allen says that he knows a great 
many good and thoughtful men hold & 
similar position to himself but remain 
in the church and perform these offices. 
The arguments with which they justify 
their position, however, do not satisfy 
him. We is therefore asking the bishop 
of Oxford to declare the’ vacancy.

Of those countries which inflict the 
death penalty but rarely carry it out, 
@weden its most notable. Capital pun- 
ishment is inflicted by deeapitation, but 
tte penalty imposed for premeditated 
murder is almost invariably commuted 
to penal servitude for life. 

Capital punishment is 
France for premeditated murder, but 
the crime is excusable in such a Case 
as a husband murdering his wife or ac- 
complice surprised in flagrante delicto. 
Parricide, however, is never excusable. 

Germany distinguishes between two 
kinds of murder—one, premeditated and 
intentional, is punished by death; the 
second, intentional homicide without de- 
liberation, is punishable by penal servi- 
tude for from (five to fifteen years. 
Dueling in Germany is a misdemeanor 
of a aepecial kind. Who kills his oppo- 
nent in a duel {s not charged with mur- 
der or manslaughter, but with dueling, 
the punishment for which is detention 
in fortress for fifteen years. 

Spain has a death penalty, but rarely 
imposes it, the customary sentence for 
premeditated homicide being penal 
servitude in chains for life. A parricide 
is punished by peing imprisoned in 
chains “‘In perpetuity until death.” 

In the United States of America mur- 
der is regarded in the first and second 
degrees, according to the discretion of

MURDERED MAN 


FOUND ON TRAIN 


Rich Wan Had Been Stabbed 
Through the Eyé 


Jpecial Cable. 

Rome, January !18.—When the night's 
train from Rome to Ancona a few days 
ago reached Foligno Station, seventy 
miles north from here, a passenger ina‘ 
first-class compartment was found to 
have been fiendishly murdered. 

A porter made the discovery. Opening 
an apparently empty compartment, he 
found on the floor the corpse of a gen- 
tleman, about fifty-five years old, fash- 
tonably dressed. He had been stabbed 
violently in the heart and breast, and a 
dagger with a valuable and Anely 
worked handle was left driven through 
his eye into the brain with such force 
that the porter could not draw it out. 

The police were summoned at once, 
and their doctor stated that death had 
been instantaneous. Seareh of the dead 
man’s body produced nothing to estab- 
lish his identity. Pocketbook, watch, 
and papers had all been taken. His 
clothes, which were new, bore the mark 
of a tailor at Verona. 

With this help the police have since 
traced the name of the murdered man.

NDON PRIORY 
TO BE CHANGED TO CLUB 


CANONBURY TOWER. 
An Ancient London Priory Which the Marqais of Northampton Has 


Transformed 


Into a Club.

London, January 18.—Canonbury 
Tower, of the most ancient of 
London's historic buildings which as 
long as ago as 1360 served as a coun- 
residence for the wealthy prior of 
Bartholomew, is to be turned into 
a club. It has for years been a white 
elephant in the hands of its owner, 
the Marquis of Northampton. If he sold 
it for building purposes he would be 
fiercely denounced as a ruthless icon- 
oclast. So he has solved the problem of 
combining its preservation with its 
utilization by deciding to transform it 
into a club, chiefly for the benefit of 
his tenants in Islington, one of the 
most crowded boroughs of London, 
He has drawn up the scheme himself 
which will cost about $5,000. Of late 
years Canonbury Tower has fallen into 
® somewhat dilapidated state, and in 
making repairs and the necessary in- 
teriar arrangements the ancient fea- 
tures of the place will be preserved 
as far as possible. The club will be 
non-political and will contain a mu- 
seum, good reading, dining and smok- 
ing rooms, and refreshment rooms, bil- 
liards, cards and other recreations will 
be provided. It is to be one of the 
most comfortable and up-to-date clubs 
in London. The annual subscription is 
$5, with an entrance fee of $2.50. Two

Such is the fate in this twentieth 
century of a historic tower dating 
from the fourteenth. In 1994 it belong- 
ed Sir John Spencer, Lord Mayor of 
London, and thereby hangs a tale. Sir 
John had one daughter, Elizabeth, 
who was the heiress of his great 
wealth. Her beauty captivated William, 
second Lord. Compton, whose _ suit, 
however, found no favor with the citi- 
gen father. Dressing himself up as @& 
baker's boy, Lord Compton carried off 
his bride in a huge basket, actually 
meeting Sfr John on the stairs as he 
was taking her away. 

The angry father discarded his child, 
until a reconciliation was effected by 
a clever ruse of Queen Elizabeth. The 
queen requested Sir Jonn to stand 
sponsor to the first offspring of a 
young couple, happy in love but dis- 
carded by thelr father. He did so, and 
informed her majesty tha: ne intended 
to adopt the boy as his own. It was 
then that the wily sovereign intro- 
duced to him the parents, who were 
his, own daughter and her husband. 
They were the ancestors of the present 
marquis of Northampton. 

The Tower has ha@ a good many no- 
table residents and visitors, including 
Queen Elizabeth, Francis Bacon, and 
Oliver Cromwell. Goldsmith occupied 
rooms in the Tower in 1762. A few 
months ago an old shoe of Cromwell’s 
was found in one of the vaults and 
was sold for $650. 
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rona. He was fifty-five vears old and of 
powerful and athletie physique. 

It is supposed that the assassin had 
not found him asleep, but had Overcome 
him by the application of a narcotie or 
of chloroform. Some years ago a simi- 
lar attempt was made on Signor Ar- 
ved!, and since then he had made a prac- 
tice of never sleeping in a train.

London, January !8.—The death oc- 
curred recemtliy at '@4 Queen'’s-gate, 5. 
W., of George McCulloch, lately chair- 
man of the Broken Hill Proprietary Com- 
pany, limited, who was intimately asso- 
ciated with the romance of the wonder- 
ful Broken Hill silver mine, which—dis- 
covered accidentally by an Australian 
boundary rider—was the foundation of 
an immense fortune for the small syn- 
dicate of prospectors who were first to 
“work” it. 

The romance of Mr. MoCuwlicch’s own 
fortune is best illustrated by a single 
incident. One night, sitting in e tiny 
shanty at the foot of Broken Hill, soon 
after the first discovery of the silver, 
he played a game of euchre with a com- 
panion, his stake being a fourteenth 
shares in the mine itself. He lost, and 
the share which thus passed out of his 
hands was, only six years later, worth 
the immense sum of $6,250,000. 

Discovery of Silver. 

In September, 1883, Mr. McCulloch 
was the manager of a small boundary 
sheep station, not many miles from 
Broken Hill. One morning a boundary 
rider, Charles Rasp, rode into the sta- 
tion and excitedly informed Mr. McCul- 
loch of the first indication of silver upon 
the hill. Gtraightway a small syndicate 
was formed, and a claim “pegged out.” 
All the station hands, including Mr. Mc- 
Culloch, risked $350 apiece in the ven- 
ture, amg work was begun in earnest. 
A few years later the shares of the 
Broken Hill Proprietary had a market 
value of $80,000,000. 

The fortunate men who held the first 
blocks of the Broken Hil]! shares were: 

Charles Rasp, boundary rider and orig- 
inal ‘‘pegger-out.” 

George McCulloch, mangger of Mount 
Gipps Station. 

George Urquhart, sheep overseer. 

Cc. A. M. Lind, storekeeper and book- 
keeper. 

Philip Charley, a young man learning 
sheep farming on the station. 

David James, a contractor and owner 
of bullock teams. 

Jamts Poole,.another contractor. 

The first work wpon the mine did not 
reveal the enormous wealth it contained, 
ana two of the shareholders, becoming 
disheartened, retired from the syndi- 
cate. They were Lind and Urquhart, 
and the share of the former was 4ac- 
quired by Mr. McCulloch. 

Splendid Art Collection, 

As years went on Mr. McCulloch ac- 
quired valuable interests in many other 
mining enterprises, and, upon his re- 
tirement from business, began to form 
a splendid collection of modern contem- 
porary art. It is not too much to say 
that his collection of modern pictures, 
which filled every available foot of wall 
space of his house, is the finest and 
most representative gathering of its kind. 
Only the best was good enough for Mr. 
MeCulloch. 

Perhaps the most important picture of 
the collection is Millais’ pre-Raphaelite 
“Sir Isumbras of the Ford,’’ which has 
been vated at $50,000, and is only one 
of three examples by this master in the 
collection. Millais’ predecessor in the 
presidency of the Royal academy, Lord 
Leighton, is represented by two of his 
most beautiful compositions, the 
“Daphnephoria’’ and “The Garden of 
Hesperides,’’ the same number of can- 
vases standing to the credit of the arch- 
enemy of the Royal academy, James Mc- 
Neill Whistler. These are the exquisite 
“Valparaiso: a Nocturne in Blue and 
Gold,’’ and a portrait of ‘the master him- 
self, for each of which Mr. McCulloch 
had refuse; an offer of $20,000, 

A similar refusal fell to the lot ofa 
would-be purchaser, at $25,000, of James 
Maris’ “The Two Windmills.” The col- 
lection also includes the second version 
of Burne-Jones’ great painting, ‘‘Love 
Among the Ruins,’’ the first version of 
which was destroyed by fire; ands~among 
other favorites Orchardson’s ‘“‘The Young 
Duke,” Ahbey’s scene from “Richard 
IiI,”’ “The Duke of Gloucester ang the 
Lady Anne,” the same artists “King 
Lear,’ Dagnan-Bouveret’s ‘“‘La Cene,’ 
Bouguereau's “Cupid and Psyche,’ Watts’ 
‘Fata Morgana,’ and the Hon. John 
Collier's “A Glass of Wine with Caesar 
Borgia.”’

Men Coming of Age. 


Even in India men are coming of age 
in their appreciation of women—begin- 
ning to realize that the helpmate must 
be sufficiently their mental equal to co- 
operate with them in the great affairs 
of life! 

Only the untutored men of our time 
and country relegate woman exclusive- 
ly to the sphere of the domestic animal, 
and in the east (the Orient), where wom- 
en thhave so long held equivocal position 
in the family life, education along pro- 
gressive lines is being establisheg for 
their betterment, and their social eleva- 
tion as coheads of families, standing for 
conditions ceming under higher civiliza- 
tion. 

An editor in India it is who, in the Hin- 
dustan Review, makes bold to state that 
“before India can be reformed socially 
and politically, the women of the country 
must ‘be educateg as they are in the 
United States.’’ 

His name is K. Natarajan, and in ref- 
erence to the Americanization of 
dustan he writes: 

It is needless for me 
all reforms affecting family life the coopera- 
tion of women is essential, and that. without 
Such cooperation littla can be achieved. The 
present illiteracy of about 80 per cent of 
our women constitutes an insuperable ~- bar 
to progress in any direction. Although, I 
believe, few intelligent persons are to be 
found nowadays who hoid that education Is 
harmful to women, we do not find the same 
earnestness in the cause of the education of 
daughters as of sons. Fees which are gladly 
paid for boys’ education are considered pro- 
bibitive in the case of girls. The idea seems 
to be that, although there is no harm in 
educating girls up to a certain point, it ts 
not worth making any sacrifice for. We 
may send our daughters to school if there is 
One at our doors, charging nominal fees. 
Otherwise, we are not going to put ourselves 
to any trouble or expense about it. That seems 
to be the prevailing attitude, and it is a 
most illogical one. 

i have not the desire, nor is it necessary, 
to write a dissertation on female education, 
but people who take up this attitude wil: find 
in the next ten or fifteen years that they 
have made a tremendous mistake. The in- 
creasing stress of life cannot be supported by 
the intelligence of man alone. The coopera- 
tion, and the intelligent cooperation, of 
Woman alone can prevent us from succumb- 
ing to the struggle for existence which !s 
coming over the country as the effect of its 
entrance into relations with the west. Our 
Standards of life, attainments and actions 
are becoming influenced by the standaras of 
Kurope and America. But while in Europe 
th ewomen is a living force, in India she is 
as yet a passive influence. The man's ideals 
lie one way and the woman's in another. 
There is thus @ lack of unity of aim and pur- 
pose in our national life, which is detrimen- 
tal to progress. The two wheels of society 
must run together if the vehicle is to move.

Presumably this cooperative union is 
backed by negroes, for the officers 
named in the pamphlet and the board 
o: directors, so far as recognizable, 
are negroes and identified with the 
negro newspapers, real estate offices 
and the like of this city.

Conflicting Testimony by Witnesses 
in Murder Trial, 


Moultrie, Ga., January 18.—(Special.) 
Judge Robert G. Mitchell, of Thomas- 
Ville, and Solicitor W. E. Thomas, of 
aVidosta, came over today and held a 
special term of Colquitt superior court 
to investigate the case of a prisoner in 
the local jail supposed by some to be 
Will Miller, who slew Constable Davis, 
of Pavo, two years ago. Will Miller, or 
Jonas Williams, as he claims to be, was 
brought from south Florida, where he 
was under sentence for a misdemeanor. 
He answered in nearly every detail to 
the description of Miller, but those who 
knew Miller well before the crime was 
committed, were almost evenly divided 
as to his identity.

Battled for Hours With Fire 
Underground but Finally 
Escaped. 


Monongahela, Pa., Jan. 18.—Escaping 
death by cremation or .suffocation or 
being blown to pieces by an explosion, 
forty miners, employed in the Cats- 
burg mine of the Monongahela River 
Consolidated Coal and Coke Company, 
made their way through the dark head- 
ings for a distance of seven miles and 
finally reached the open air. 

Without Hghts to guide them and 
given up as dead, the men battled for 
five hours with fire, and when they 
reached the surface their faces were 
blackened, clothes were torn, and all 
were severely bruised from stumbling 
in their flight for safety. Fortunately, 
the mine contained very little gas or 
another mine disaster would have been 
recorded in western Pennsylvania. 

The mine was fired some time during 
the day by a ‘“‘blow-out’’ shot and when 
the fire was discovered at 9 o'clock 
hast night by the forty men, all es- 
cape to the surface though the Monon- 
gahela entry was cut off.

OUT OF POLITICS 


So Governor Hughes Urges in 
an Address to 1,000 
Agents, 


New York, January 18.—Governor 
Hughes today addressed more than 
1,000 agents of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company who gathered here 
from all parts of the United States, 
Governor Hughes said: 

“I claim to be an insurance man. and 
I am the kind of insutance man repre- 
senting millions throughout the coun- 
try who are largely dependent upon 
insurance for the security of their 
homes. If I were to die tonight, to a 
very large extent, the protection of my 
family would consist of life insurance 
policies. We had an investigation, but 
it was in the interest of life insurance 
and not against it. In the first place, 
we wanted to know the facts. I have 
no’ sympathy with any agitation which 
endeavors to go off with reckless at- 
tempts to change conditions without 
patiently trying to understand the facts 
and to deal according to the facts.’’ 
‘The governor said the first object was 
to take the insurance business out of 
politics. He said he knew the severe 
temptations to which the managers of 
insurance companies were exposed when 
they found their business threatened by 
ill-considered legislation, but that a 
policy of protecting the business by im- 
direct and improper means would only 
bring al] business into confusion and 
corruption. 

‘This is a democracy,’ he said. “‘You 
have got to live by the principles of 
democracy. If it occasionally hurts you, 
stand it. But believe in the uncorrupt- 
ed voice of the people and keep our 
legislatures pure.”

‘Near the close of the 
session of the fifty-ninth congress a Dill 
was passed appropriating $25,000 to be 
expende4 by the secretary of agriculture 
in investigating the watersheds of the 
southern Appalachian and White moun- 
tains, such investigation to be followed 
by a report to congress on the area and 
natural conditions of said watersheds, 
the price at which the same can be pur- 
chased by the government and the ad- 
visability of the government purchasing 
and setting apart the same as nationai 
forest reserves for the purpoSe of con- 
serving and regulating the water supply 
ng flow of such streams in the interests 
of agriculture, water power and navi- 
gation. The investigation was made 
and the report was laid before congress 
on December !t!, 1907. During the sum- 
mer and fall of 1907, an aggressive cam- 
paign in favor of the Appalachian bil: 
was conducted through press, correspond- 
ence and platform by the American For- 
estry Association. On December 6 Rep- 
resentative Brownlow, of Tennessee, in- 
troduced an Appalachian bill in the 
house of representatives, and on De- 
cember 19 Congressman Currier, of New 
Hampshire, and Lever, of South Caro- 
lina, also introduced Appalachian bills 
into the house. On January 9, 1908, Sen- 
ator Gallinger, of New Hampshire, intro- 
duced an Appalachian bill into the sen- 
ate. On January !3 Senator Elkins, of 
West Virginia, introduced an Appa- 
blachian bill into the senate. The Cur- 
rier, Lever and Gallinger bills are prac- 
tically idemtical. On January 30 and 
31 a hearing on the Appalchian bill will 
be had before the committee on agricul- 
ture of the house of representatives. 


Work to Be Done, 


So much for history. Next, as to the 
work to be done: 

The importance of this hearing can 
hardly be overestimated. An adverse 
report from the commitee will almost 
certainly be fatal to the bill in this 
session. A favorable and early report, 
however, though it may not insure, will 
alg greatly, the passage of the bill. No 
@ffort should be spared to enlist the 
strongest possible delegation that can 
be brought frqm the south. The governor 
of every state immediately interested 
should be present. So should the strong- 
est men in public and private life. Rep- 
reesntatives of lumber companies, water 
power companies, cotton mills, naviga- 
tion interests and agriculture, all of 
which are threatened by the destruc- 
tion of the Appalachian forests, should 
be present armed with facts, ready to 
answer questions, and, if opportunity 
affords, to address the committee. Every 
aspect of the case for the bill should 
be presented by the best informed and 
most influential citizens. The matter 
should be approached as seriously and 
earnestly as the most important case

and college professor indited a poem, which stirred into action the 
sinouldering flames of patriotism in southern states which had not aligned 
themselves with the confederacy. and was destined to become the one 
immortal poem and song of d¢hat period. ’ 
The poem was “Maryland, My Maryland,’ and the author was James 
Ryder Randall. whose dust was consigned to the soil of his adopted 
home, Augusta, Ga., last Thursday, 

The inspiration of the poem Was the riot which oceurred in the 
Streets of Baltimore on April 19. 1861, when the Sixth Massachusetts regt- 
ment, under the command of Colo ne} Jones, and an ununiformed, motley 
mob, recruited in Philadelphia and attached to Colonel Jones’ command, 
.was attacked by the citizens of Baltimore while passing though the streets 
of that city. The Sixth Massachusetts had passed in safety over the 
railroad line through the city from President street station to Camden 
Station, where the southern sympathizers tore up the track. The Phila- 
delphia regiment was compelled to March through the excited throng upen 
the streets, and soon paving stones commenced to fly. This was fad- 
lowed by a stray pistol shot, guns were fired, and the moment a 
bloody riot was on, in which the lives ef severa) cjtizens and soli fers 
were lost and many wounded. 

James Ryder Randall was then a contributor to The New Orleans, Sun- 
day Delta, and a professor of Engliish literature at Poydras college, 
Point Coupee, La. The news of the riot in his native city reacfed the 
young journalist on the following day, and that night he was ‘mable to 
sleep. Arising from his bed he wrote, with feverish haste, the poem 
which came to be known as “The Marseillaise of the Confederacy.” It was. 
received by his scholars the next day with such fervor that Colonel Ran- 
dall published it on the following Sunday in The Delta, and it immediate-

EARNINGS GROW 
AT LOWER RATE! 


Reports from’ Several Rail- 
roads Show Gains in 
Passenger Receipts. 


According to reports which have-been 
received at the office of the ‘railroad 
commission, increaged earnings have 
followed right along in the wake of 
the reduced passenger fares. However, 
few reports have been received since 
the reduced fares went into effect, al- 
though the rule of the commission re- 
quires that they shall be made month- 
ly. 

For instance, the monthly report of 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad 
for November, which came in yester- 
day, showed total passenger earnings 
for the month of (907 ef $386,812.87, as 
compared with $33,925.53 for the same 
month of 1906, an increase of $4,867.34. 
The Atlanta and West Point was put 
on a 2-cent basis. 

The monthly report of the Georgia 
railroad for November, 1907, showed 
total passenger earnings of $64,047.77, 
compared with $59,820.37 for the 
‘same month of 1906, an increase for 
‘the month of $4,227.40. The rate on 
the Georgia is 21-2 cents a mile. 
| The reduced passenger rates went 
,into effect in September. The October, 
| 1907, report of the Atlantic Coast Line 
/showed total. passenger earnings of 
$96,142.15, as against $82,666.22 for 
the same month of 1906. The Coast 
‘J.ine’s rate was reduced from 3 te 
12 '-4 cents. 

The October, 1907, report of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia showed total passen- 
ger earnings of $186,456.65, as com- 
‘pared with $187,381.31 for the same 
‘month of 1906, an increase of $Jj,075.34. 
‘The Central’s rate was decreased from 
.3 to 21-2 cents a mile.

Roads Will Fight Order of Rail- 
road Commission 


LAY THE ORDER TO POLITICS 


Railroads of Tennessee Ordered to 
Reduce the Passenger Fares on 
April 1 From Three Cents to 
Two and a Half Cents 
Per Mile. 


Nashville, Tenn., 18.—Upon 


reliable information It is ascertained 
that the ratiroads of Tennessee will 
fight the recent order of the Tennessee 
railroad commission reducing passenger 
fares in the state from three cents to 
two and ene-half cents per mile on 
April 1, 1908. 

Railroad officlals generally 
the cause of the order and the agitation 
of the rate reduction to politics, and 
claim that it is a result of politicians 
making effort to come into notice in or- 
der to curry favor with constituetnts. 
Orficials of the railroads claim that the 
fiforcement of the order will have a 
“ery injurious effect upon the railroad 
Anterests of the south and that the cry 
for more roads to undeveloped commu- 
nities will be str@ngled by the polf- 
ticilans in their efforts to carry public 
favor and be ushered into office. 

The officials of the roads (further 
state that any effort to enforce the 
recent order of the railroad commission 
will be contested in the courts and that 
it will be shown that the raltlroads 
operating in Tennessee wil] be serious- 
ly handicapped byithe enforcement/of 
such an order. They hold that in states 
where such orders have operated to 
any advantage to the railroads that 
the number of passengers hauled will 
treble that of Tennessee and under 
such conditions, probably suth an order 
would not work a hardship to the rail- 
roads, although under existing condi- 
tions such an order would seriously af- 
fect railroad development not only in 
Tennessee but in other southern statess. 

The four big systems of roads in this 
state operate trains over two thousand 
miles of road.

Sketch of General Lee. 

History has generally agreed that 
Robert E. Lee was ‘not only the south’s 
greatest son, but one of the greatest 
of ail Americans. Coming from a long 
line of illustrious foréfathers, he was 
easily the greatest of them all. With 
all of his iliustrious deeds and his in- 
nate greatness, he Was as modest as a 
woman. The late Benjamin Harvey 
Hill, one of Georgia's most illustrious 
sons, thus feelingly spoke of Genera] 
Lee: | ‘ 

‘“‘When the future historian shall ceme 
to survey the character of Lee he wil] 
find it rising like a huge mountain 
above the plane of humanity, and he 
must lift his eyes high toward heaven 
to catch its summit. He posseesed 
every great virtue of other great com- 


manders without their vices. He was a

treachery; a soldier without cruelty; a 
victor without oppression, and a vic- 
tim without murmuring.

That Central Bank and Trast Com- 
pany Is Working Adversely to 
Creditors ta Alleged hy In- 
tervenors—harge Arises 
From Clearing House 
Certificates. 


That the Central Bank and Trum 
Corporation, receiver for the late Neal 
bank, is setting up for itself a prefer- 
ence and is occupying a position directly 
adverse the numerous creditors, is 
charged in a petition for corecelver- 
ship filed by Attorneys RB. B, Black- 
burn, F. M. Hughes and E. P. Upshaw, 
attorneys for 9. Booth, J. S. Lester and 
others, who have intervened in the case. 

The petition for another receiver to 
conjunction with the Central 
bank and the charges are hinged On 
the allegation that the Trust Company 
of Georgia holds securitieS on the Neal 
bank for a $200,000 issue of certificates 
from the Atlanta Clearing House A&so- 
ciation, and that the Trust cotmnpany is 
undertaking to collect on these notes 
ana collaterals and to distribute the 
realization to the clearing house, when 
it has alread been paid $29,002. 

The charged connection of the 
trai bank in the preference is that it is 
@ member of the Clearing House AsB0- 
ciation, and is reaping results from the 
collections 

It ia averred in the petition that there 
ie on deposit with the Trust Company 
of Georgia notes and collateral to the 
amount of $295,363.20, to secure an 4l- 
leged indebtedness of $200,000 on an is- 
gue of certificates. This, say the petl- 
tioners. is unauthorized by the law, and 
is to public policy. Further

Based on Answer. 

The petition is really based on a por- 
tion of the receiver's answer to the in- 
tervention of the state, which desires 
to have turned over some $200,000 in 
taxes alleged to have been on deposit 
when the Neal bank went under. This 
excerpt of the answer is to the effect 
that the Neal bank ig indebted to the 
clearing house in the sum of $170,998, 
the balance due on the certificate issue;

GEORGIA WILL PAY A PART 


Government to Take Care of Three 
Battalions at Fort Screven and 
One Regiment at Chicka- 
mauga—Balance to Go to 
Chickamauga at the 
State’s Expense. 


a 


At a conference between Governor 
Smith and representatives of the va- 
rious military organizations of the 
state, held in the governor's office yes- 
terday, it was practically decided that 
the entire national guard of the state 
will go into camp this year. 

Those present at the conference were 
Major M. J. O'Leary, of the First regi- 
ment infantry, Savannah; Colonel W. A, 
Harris, of the Second infantry, Macon; 
Colonel E. E. Pomeroy, of the Fifth in- 
fantry, Atlanta; Major J. S. Dozier and 
Captain W. T. B. Wilson, representing 
the two cavalry squadrons. Governor 
Smith and Adjutant General A. J. Scott 
formed the other parties to the confer- 
ence. 


The encampment of the heavy artil- 
lery of Savannah and the third and 
fourth battalions of infantry has al- 
ready been provided for. They will go 
into camp at Fort Screven, Tybee is- 
land, May !5 to 25, at the expense of 
the government, 

The war department has also notified 
the governor that it would pay the ex- 
penses of one regiment of infantry 
from this state to the war maneuvers 
this summer at Chickamauga Park. It 
was decided that the First infantry of 
Savannah should be sent under this 
provision. 

Colonel Harris was anxious to have 
hisregiment go into camp independgntly 
of the other troops of the state, accom- | 
panied only by one company of regular 
troops for the purposes of instruction. 

The Fifth infantry and the cavalry 
were anxious to go to Chickamauga 
and participate in the war menaeuvers. 

May Send Them to Chickamauga. 

After discussing the matter at length 
Governor Smith stated that probably 
all of the troops of the state will be 
sent into camp. 

Governor Smith favors the plan of 
sending all the troops to Chickamauga, 
excepting those which have already 
been assigned to Fort Screven, ang he 
will take up the matter with the war 
department with a view to making ar- 
rangements to that end. 

Of course all the troops sent into 
camp at Chickamauga in excess of the 
one regiment of infantry designated by 
the war department, will have to go at 
the expense of the state. 

It is stated, however, that the military 
fund is sufficient to pay this ezpense, 
and there is Httle question that the en- 
tire national guard of Georgia will have 
an interesting tour of duty in camp. 

There is no doubt that the troops of 
the state will be enthusiastic over the 
prospects. The important and valuable 
training secured at these encampments 
not only adds to the efficiency of the 
militia and strengthens it for the duties 
which are imposed upon it, but it also 
lends increased enthusiasm to the spirit;

‘New Orleans !s all agog over the at- 
tack made by Inspector of Police Whit- 
aker on Joseph M. Levegne, editor of 
The New Orleans World,” sald J. C. 
Poole, of New Orleans, yesterday at the 
Piedmont. 

“The antecedent facts leading up to 
the assault are rather Interesting. For 
many years Dominick C. O’Malley, 
principal owner of The New Orleans 
Item, was virtually the boss of the city. 
O’ Malley is an untutored, uncouth, but 
very shrewd Irishman. He came to 
(New Orleans in the late seventies, fresh 
from a term in the house of correction 
at Cleveland, Ohio. He had been ar- 
rested for stealing scrap-iron. For a 
time he worked as a laborer on the 
levee. Then he branched out as a aan 
tective. 

“At that time New Orleans was com- 
pletely under the domnition of the old 
‘Louisiana lottery, and the gambling 
element had things all their own way. 
O’Malley worked in with the gamblers 
and the crooks, and soon had a finger 
in many shady dealy in the Crescent 
City. Everything he touched turned to 
money, and He was soon a rich man. 
It was not long before he virtually con- 
trolled the police and detective depart- 
ments, 

“It was openly charged that he fixed 
juries and when the Italians were ac- 
quitted of the murder of Chief of Po- 
lice Hennessey, O'Malley had to hide 
out for some time. : 

“Whitaker, who, for some years, was 
judge of one of the minor courts, in- 
curred O'’Malley’s enmity and the two 
became bitter enemies. Ths feud finally 
resulted in a pistol fight on the streets. 
Years passed and the two men remain- 
ed fijostile. Whitaker was removed 
from his judicial position, and began to 
practice law. 

“About three years ago the better 
element of the city of New Orleans 
tired of the disgrace of being under the 
yoke of a man like O"Malley. They de- 
termined to clean out the police depart- 
ment from end to end, and place at its 
head a man who would rid the city of 
every patrolman and officer who was in 
any way influenced by O'Malley. A 
consultation of warious prominent citi- 
zens was held in the office of The 
Times-Democrat, and various names 
were suggested for inspector. It was 
a difficult matter to find a man who 
would accept the position. Finally some 
one suggested Whitaker. 

“Put his record is against him,’ 
the reply. 

“ "He'll put O'Malley out of business, 
though,’ came the retort. 

“That settled it. Whitaker was told 
what was expected of him, and took 
the job. In less than a month he had, 
O'Malley arrested. O'Malley served a) 
term in the parish prison on the charge: 
of libeling Mayor Martin Behrman inj 
his paper, The Item. When he got out 
his power was broken, and he has never 
been able to regain his control of the 
police department. ' 

“With the downfall] of O'Malley Whit- 
aker’s real usefulness was ended, He 
never commanded the respect of tne 
best people of the city. and his high- 
handed methods became obnoxious. 
However, he remained in power, and 
his salary was raised to the fat figure 

of $6,000 a year. 

“During the racing season Whitaker 
has been a constant attendant at the 
tracks when his presence there was not 
needed at alt. It is also charged that 
he allowed certain saloons to remain 
open on Sunday. 

“However, the papers did not attack 
him and give the public the facts yntil 
The World was started some weeks ago.

Certain Features of the Original 
Fowler Measure Are indorsed. 
Tax of 1 1-2 Per Cent on 
the Asset Cur- 
rency. 


Chicago, January !18—The currency 
commission of the American Bankers 
Association met here today and drafted 
an asset currency measure, which is to 
be submitted to congress soon. The bill

to the nation’s lawmakers without for- 
mal approval of the association back 
of, it. : 

The currency commission consists of 
fifteen members. Of these, nine were 
present today as follows: 

James B. Forgan, Chicago; Charles H. 
Huttig, St. Louis; Myron T. Herrick, 
Cleveland; Robert Wardrop, Pittsburg; 
John L. Hamilton, Hoopestown, Lill.; Jo- 
seph T’.. Talbert, Chicago; Luther Drake, 
Omaha; Sol Wexler, New Orleans, and 
Arthur Reynolds, Des Moines. 

The commission issued a formal state- 
ment tonight, endorsing the following 
feAtures of the original Fowler bill: 

Any national bank in business for a 
year or more, may take out for issue 
and circulation, ‘‘national bank guaran- 
teed credit notes,’’ provided the institu- 
tion’s surplus fund equals 25 per cent 
of its capital. 

The amount of these credit notes may 
be equal to 40 per cent of the national 
bank notes which the bank may have 
outstanding, but not more than 25 per 
cent of its capital. 

The treasurer of the United States 
would receive in January and July, of 
each year, a tax of | I-2 per cent upon 
the average amount of such credit notes 
in circulation. 

Besides the foregoing amount of spe- 
cial credit notes subject to a tax of 3 
per cent annually, national banks may 
also take out for circulation additional 
credit notes equal to !I2 -2 per cent 
of its capital, but it shall pay on such 
extra issues, a special tax of 5 per cent, 
payable in two installments of 2 I-2 per 
cent each semi-annually.

TWOSAILERS WEREDROWNED 


Morgan Line Steamship El Valle 
Arrived at Galveston From New 
York With Eleven Men 
Rescued From the 
San Jose. 


Galveston, Tex., January !8—The 
Morgan line steamship El Valle ar- 
rived here today from New York with 
eleven men rescued from the Spanish 
bark San Jose, encountered in a sink- 
ing condition in the Atlantic last Mon- 
day. Two members of the crew were 
drowned. The San Jose, Captain Juan 
Cohue, was lumber-laden from Apa- 
lachicola, Fla., bound for Barcelona, 
In a storm which was encoun- 
tered last Friday she sprung several 
bad leaks, and for ‘four days it took 
all the crew of thirteen officers and 
men to keep her afloat. Monday, about 
noon, the El Valle sighted the San 
Jose, with distress signals up, about 
160 miles south of Cape Hatteras. 

The big steamer ran as close to the 
sinking bark as the heavy seas would 
permit, but was unable to make use of 
boats in rescuing the crew. One by 
one the men jumped from the sinking 
vessel into the boiling sea and grasped 
life buoys thrown from the steamer. 
All but two, a Spanish lad about 14 
years old, named Jose Grau, and the 
bark’s steward, Jose Marimon, were 
finally landed on the deck of the 
steamer and brought safely to Galves- 
ton. The hardships and suffering of 
the crew told severely on them, but 
they are now fairly recovered. The 
Spanish consul at this port will at once 
arrange for the transportation of the 
rescued men to their home port.

A reminder of the old Lovisiana lot- 
tery, a game of chance, which once held 
full sway in New Orleans under the di- 
rect and persona] management of Gen- 
erala Beauregard and Warly, of confed+ 
erate fame, and its direct offspring, the 
Honduras lottery, wes brought under 
the Mmelight in Atlanta yesterday, the 
rays falling upon the final death strug- 
gle of that gaming organization. 

Right here in Atlanta the old Louisi- 
ana lottery figured conspicuously upon 
two or three occasions. One drawing 
gave an employee of The Constitution, 
W. G. Bdwards, $15,000. He was an 
old man when he bought the winning 
number. He had worked for The Con- 
stitution from the first issue of the pa- 
per and was a hand-to-mouth liver, The 
lucky nimber made hinr rich. He sur- 
rendered the ticket to Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill, who made the collection and 
turned over the money for which the 
ticket called. It was an easy life that 
the old employee had until his windfall 
was exhausted, and that wasn’t very 
many years. In his old age he enjoyed 
the life of a young man, and when death 
came there was comparatively little left 
for his heirs. , 

Again an Atilantan was made happy by 
holding a $10,000 winner. He was 
blacksmith and his money went into 
real estate, which made his children, 
now Atlanta citizens, wel-to-do people. 
Five thousand dollars came to still an- 
other Atlantan. 

Lottery in Honduras. 

When the postal laws finally put the 
Leuisiana lottery out of business . that 
conporation transplanted itself to Hon- 
duras. In the days of the Louisiana 
lottery’s greatest prosperity one Burke, 
a large stockholder in one of the New 
Orleans newspapers and state treasurer, 
was a recognized quantity in the get- 
rich-work. Burke’s accounts with the 
state didn’t balance, it is alleged, and 
Burke went to Honduras. The extadi- 
tion treaty between the two countries 
saved Burke from a trial before a fury. 

When Louisiana outlawed the lotter 
and the sale of tickets and the drawings 
put Generals Barly and Beauregard out 
of business a lottery, conducted just as 
the Louisiana lottery had been conduct- 
ed, aprang up in Honduras, the adopted 
home of Burke. But whether Burke, 
the New Orleans newspaper man and the

Louisiana state treasurer, had any con- 
nection with the Central American 
chance of play was never shown, though 
there were those who suspected. 

Anyhow, the Honduras lottery had 
agencies in the states. Tickets were 
60ld in nearly every city in the country, 
while in Mobile and New Orleans the 
sale of tickets was practically an open 
play. Mobile was practically headquar- 
ters for the Honduras lottery—the direct 
offspring of the Louisiana lottery, and 
from that city tickets were sent to agents 
in every section of the country. 

But a year or two ago the federal 
government took a hand in the play 
amg within a short time there were con- 
victions in the United States court which 
drove the Mobile contingent of the Hon- 
duras corporation out of business. At 
that time there were in the Mobile head- 
quarters a great batch of lottery tickets 
and a number of plates, from which 
were printed tickets and reading matter 
for the company. In January of last 
year the bundle of tickets and other 
printed mater the deceased company con- 
sidered an asset were dumped into a 
large box, while the plates were packed 
carefully in a smaller box. These boxes 
were addressed to parties in Massachu- 
eetis, the larger one to A. C. Clavery, 
the smaller one, the one con- 
taining the plates, to J. H. Curtis, 103 
Otis street, East Cambridge. 


Plates Seized in At\anta. 

A secret service officer, then In Mo- 
bile, learned of the shipment, and on the 
day the boxes left that city that secret 
service man gained access to the ex- 
press car and en route wired the At- 
lanta office with. the result that the 
packages were seized when the train 
reached Atlanta.

DIFFERENCE ‘IN HORSE RACING 
NOT OF LAW BUT CONDITIONS: 
GOV. HUGHES JOINS ’OSTLERS 


The difference between ‘the public 
treatment of racing in this country and 
that in England ‘is not of the laws, but 
of conditions. 

One who has studied horseracing on 
both sides of the Atlantic in all its 
Sporting, social and legal! phases, and is 
Satisfied with the stability and perma- 
nency of the sport over there, and has 
grave misgivings of its future in this 
country, appreciates the application of 
this difference. 

lt is against the law to gamble in 
Great Britain as it is against the law to 
gamble in America. The constitutional 
law in both countries does not uifferen- 
tlate between a circumscribed ‘inclosure 
and the territory outside that inclosure. 
That is the law, but here is where the 
conditions come to the parting of the 
ways. Gov. Hughes of New York has 
called attention to the unconstitutional- 
ity of the Percy-Grey law under which 
the New York racetracks are operated. 
If this law cag be attacked on those 
grounds the law which protects racing 
and its inallenable adjunct, betting, in 
Great Britain is equally vulnerable. Cru- 
sedes have been made against betting 
in America by inconsequential reform- 
ers, but Gov. Hughes ts not one of these, 
and the danger is that the legislature 
may take his word for it and wipe out 
the only protection racing has in its 
greatest American stronghold, 


State constitutions in the United 
States are not respecters of persons, es- 
pecially when they are interpreted by 
hairsplitting lawyers in high authority. 
In England the Jockey Club, which is 
composed of the aristocracy and is re- 
spected by his majesty himself, is a 
law unto itserf. Its wish Is a command. 
When it desires to trim the extraneous 
abuses of racing, such as betting in the 
shops and factories, the public houses 
and the highways, its wish is 


the part of those who ply their cheap 
trade. There is no asking the question, 
“Tf you may. why shan’t we?’ The 
most affluent bookmaker in England has 
his hat in his hand ta the Jockey Club, 
for even though he might take up legal 
arms against his sea of troubles and en-

it. The Jockey Club !n England is @ 
sacred institution. The one that aims 
to follow in its footsteps in this coun- 
try is subject to attacks from al] cor- 
ners and it ‘is not necessary that these 
come of either clean hands or from hon- 
est purposes. The weakness of the self- 
constituted racing powers of New York 
was shown last summer when a coterie 
of westerners elected to open the Empire 
City track in face of the Jockey Club's 
rigid schedule. If anything like that 
happened in England all the Jockey Club 
there would have to do would be to ele- 
vate one eyebrow and no owner of @ 
horse, rider thereof, or bettor thereon 
would dare to lend his presence to the 
opposition meeting. 


The man with the horse has had &@ 
pretty hard time of it for the last three 
years, and this threat of the devastation 
of New York. to which place he has al- 
ways reverted for food for himself and 
feed for his animals, is the most serious 
prospect he has ever had to contemplate. 

With his usual optimism, however, he 
thinks that public sentiment—the pub- 
Iie sentiment with which he comes in 
closes: contact—will come to his rescue, 
and he is hanging on on the assurances 
of the men in the Jockey Club who have 
been making public statements to the 
effect that no antibetting legislation can 
interfere with their plans, because that 
is something they have always over- 
ridden. 

The effect of any law that may be 
passed will depend entirely upon the 
manner of its development. There is no 
doubting that the people of New York 
as a class are in favor of the sport; 
they have enjoyed it for a century and 
there {s no reason to believe that they 
do not wish to enjoy it for another.

PRIZE FIGHT 
PROVES FATAL 


Death Follows Ten-Round Go 
on U. S.. Training 
Ship. . 


Newport, R. L, January 18.—Following’ 
a fist fight last Tuesday on board the 
Uniteg States training ship Cumberland, 
at this port, H. A. Hartnett, aged 23 
years, of Philadelphia, a naval appren- 
tice, died today at the naval hospital. 
D. M. Manning, 20 years of age, of 
Middletown, N. Y., also an apprentice, 
is unuer a sentry’s charge, pending an 
investigation into Hartnet’s death. 

Hartnet, who had been appointed an 
acting master at arms, had trouble with 
Manning. Later, when the day's duties 
were over , the two boys put on gloves 
and began a battle, which, by agree- 
ment was to go ten rounds. 

With a crowd of about three hundred 
apprentices and seamen as witnesses, 
the fight was a hard one from the outset, 
In the eighth round Manning caught 
Hartnet on the jaw, sending the older 
boy to the deck. 

Hartnet took the count of ten, and 
when his seconds went to his side they 
found him unconscious. The usual “first 
ald” employed in such emergencies fail- 
ed to bring him to his senses, and he 
was removed to the sick bay. There 
every effort was made to revive him, 
but without success. 

Today Hartnet died without having re- 
cOverey consciousness. Death was due 
to a blood clot on the brain.

. BARRIE GAVE $2,000 
TO HELP NEEDY VICTIMS

course of the evening. 

Meanwhile there are no signs of @ 
new plece by the author of “‘Peter Pan 
being forthcoming. True it recently 
was announced that Mr. Barrie was 
engaged on a play, but then Mr. Barrie 
has been ‘engaged on a new play’ for 
two years or over, and the “new 
play” never comes to light. This Is 
extremely significant when you consider 
the rapidity with which Barrie's string 
of stage successes followed One an- 
other. Three of them, one remembers, 
actually were running in London at the 
same time—‘‘Quality Street,’ “The Ad- 
mirable Crichton” and ‘‘Little Mary,” 
after which. with the shortest of inter- 
vale, came ‘‘Alice-Sit-by-the-Fire.”’ 
And then the dramatiets friend and 
representative, Addison Bright, died, 
since when we have had no new Ssuc- 
cess from Mr. Barrie's pen. Nothing 
but ‘Josephine,’ that hopeless attempt 
at political satire which struggled on 
for two weary weeks at the Comed- 
theater and then expired. 

The story goes, of course, that Bar- 
rie supplied the raw material of his 
stage successes and that Bright 
whipped it into shape, and the fate of 
“Josephine.’’ which was quite without 
dramatic form or void, gave consider-’ 
able color to the assertion. Mr. Froh- 
man’s WLondon representative, dented 
its truth in the most vigoroug manner 
when I questioned him on the subject 
recently, but the fact remains that 
Barrie is silent. His friends say that 
he took the flasco of “Josephine” 
greatly to heart, but disappointment 
does not last forever, and it is un- 
thinkable. likewise, that Barrie's ideas 
have given out. Nor is the fact that 
he is rich and doesn't need to write 
new plays an acceptable explanation. 
Barrie was wealthy before he wrote 
“Quality Street.”” It appears to be up 
to him to prove that he can Win @ 
new stage success all by himself, 

Just as there is no end to the mak- 
ing of books, so there is none to tie 
making of stage adaptations of them.
